A Pest Discovered in the Oranges 
Coming From Japan 


Oranges from Japan are very 
largely consumed in Edmonton. 
The man from down east on his 
arrival is particularly taken with 
the luscious little tangerine, a fruit 
which one has to come out here to 
become acquainted with to any ex- 


tent. The news that there is like- 
ly to be a scarcity of the product of 
the Japanese groves will thus excite 
not a little interest. The provin- 
cial fruit inspector at Vancouver 
has been making investigation and 
has discovered that the oranges 
from the Orient are suffering from 
a pest. 

The presence of the scale excites 
additional alarm from the enormous 
reproductive power it possesses, 
which can be plainly seen in the 
specimens mounted for the micro- 
scope. ~This reproductiveness_ is 
only surpassed by the destructive 
appides. Ina_ favorable condition 
of temperature a pair of these in- 
sects will produce fourteen of their 
species in two days, In some cases 


one every forty minutes is born. 


And they are all alive and kick- 
ing. A group seen by-a_ represen- 


tative of the Vancouver Province 


showed the activity of these un- 
welcome little strangers, the wav- 
ing of their tentacles being plainly 
seen. And the infants of to-day 
are the grandparents of to-morrow. 
‘Two parent insects under favorable 
condition, can produce, it is said by 
experts, a billion and a half of 
these scale insects in a year. 

The speciinens under inspection 
were taken from a _ warehouse 
where they had been in a tempera- 
ture of forty degrees.

Blame the publisher, who will, of 
course throw the responsibility back 
on the general reading public and 
say that he would sooner provide 
you with learned articles on the 
tariff'and the school question but 
you yourselves want to be amused 
rather than instructed and that he 
is trying to meet your wishes 
However, even at the risk of giving 
offence to my employer I hope to 
make an observation now and then 
which a man of sense can appreciate. 
I should be very glad to hear from 
any readers at any time regarding 
any subject of public interest. 


My dear friend, Bob Kdwards of 
the Calgary Ityeopener, of whom 
you have been reading quite a_ bit 
in the papers this week, recently 
said some very uncomplimentary 
things about farmers.

first regular train for Winnipeg. 
Though it was Sunday morning 
when the train actually pulled out 
and there was therefore no danger 
of arousing the Lord’s Day Al- 
liance, not even a cheer was heard 
from the large crowd that had as- 
sembled. ‘They had evidently had 
all the celebrating they wanted 
three weeks before and were con- 
tent to let the satisfaction which 
they all felt go unexpressed, 
Doubtless many had in their mind’s 
eye the scenes when around the 
family fireside thirty years hence 
they would be telling their grand- 
children of the great occasion 
which marked a new era in the 
history of the metropolis of the 
north. At any rate it was a big 
event and everyone felt it to be 
such. We are at last closely in 
touch with the outside world and 
those who come to live in our midst 
after this will hardly be able to ap- 
preciate all that the change means, 
The train itself, the Edmonton Ex- 
press, as it is to be known, isa 
very handsome one and provides 
as great travelling comfort as the 
most fastidious would desire. ‘The

line at uo distant date. The crowd 
of eastern excursionists was large 
and it is expected that a large nttn- 
ber of others will avail themselves 
of the cheap rates during the next 
few weeks, ‘There were on board 
quite a large number of passengers 
for Battleford and intermediate 
points as well though the hour of 
departure was hardly to their liking, 
however suitable for through pas- 
sengers. Vor the benefit of local 
traffic it is said that a service on al- 
ternate days will shortly be com- 
menced, It is to be hoped that it 
will be arranged so that the people 
down the line will be able to get 
into Edmonton for a day's shopping 
and get otit the same night, ‘These 
new roads should do much to make 
the city a much greater mercantile 
centre than it has been in the past. 
The head of one of the large city 
stores in conversation with ‘The 
Saturday News stated that already 
a considerable measure of new trade 
from the towns on the C.N.R. had 
cone to his place of business and 
that it was expected to attain to 
large proportions in the course of 
the next few months. 

On board the train were several 
Canadian Northern officials, promi- 
nent among whom were Geo. H, 
Shaw, general traffic manager of 
the road; E, A. James, general 
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manager of the company’s lines 
west of Port Arthur; I, Langham, 
purchasing agent and storekeeper 
for the entire western system; W., 
J. Pratt, superintendent of the din- 
ing car service of the company; A. 
Shields, master mechanic; If. Sto- 
vel, right-of-way agent and W. 
Pratt, draftsman of the engineer’s 
department of the road. Mr. Shaw 
has been spending some days in the 
city and has been devoting his at- 
tention particularly to arranging 
facilities for shipping coal from Hd- 
monton to the east. Spurs will be 
built to the various inines and the 
industry is expected to take a big 
jump. 

Amid all the activity on the part 
of other railways, the C, P. R. has 
not been idle and ‘this week a num- 
ber of important announcements 
have been made by the manage- 
ment. It expects to have a service 
between St, Paul and Spokane in- 
stalled by next fall. The line of 
route from St. Paul will be via the 
Soo line to connect with the main 
line of the Canadian Pacific at 
Moose Jaw and thence west over 
the Crow’s Nest Pass branch to 
Vahk, about nine miles from the 
American boundary, whence a line 
is now under construction directly 
south to Spokane, a distance of ap- 
proximately 150 miles. The nine 
miles of C. P. R. track between 
Vahk and the botindary is already 
‘completed, says Mr. Jainieson, but 
‘there remains to be completed a 
portion of the line between the 
botindary and Spokane, when the 
service will be installed, ‘This por- 
tion ‘of the ‘line is being constructed. 
by D. C. Corbin, an Atnerican rail- 
way builder, who js ‘now getting 
considerable of his supplies via the 
C..P. ‘R. over the nine miles of 
track between Yahk and the boun- 
dary. 2 


But the most interesting news to 
Edmonton and district is that to 
the effect that the line between 
Wetaskiwin and Saskatoon will be 
pushed forward for all that it is 
worth and that a direct route from 
Kdmonton to Winnipeg will thus 
be created, ‘This line will, it is 
claimed, be ten miles shorter than 
the CG. N.R. ‘he Grand ‘Trunk 
Pacific, on the other hand, claims 
that its line will be 80 miles shorter 
than the C. N. R. With three 
roads thus competing for Kdmon- 
ton business, the city will find 
things a trifle different from what 
they have been up till the present, 
But if the C. P, R. is bound, as 
the management say it is, to get 
its share of the business from this 
point, it is certain that it will have 
to begin the construction of a high 
level bridge to Strathcona at no 
distant date. An announcement 
that this oft discussed work would 
be undertaken would therefore not 
come as a great surprise, If the

A Great Career

Sir Oliver Mowat,a Biographical Sketch 
by C. Rh.

' Sir Oliver came of a stock from 
which has sprung many of the Em- 
pire’s most devoted and most gifted 
sons. His father was John Mowat, 
a member of an old family of Caith- 
ness, Scotland, who ran away from 
home and fought under Wellington 
and Moore in the Peninsular cam- 
paign. While stationed in Canada, 
his time expired and he settled at 
Kingston, where Oliver was born 
in 1820, Here in course of time 
he began the study of law in the 
office of no less a personage than 
John A. Macdonald, A _ fellow 
student in the office was Alexander 
Campbell, afterwards a prominent 
colleague at Ottawa of Sir John’s. 
He worked at a_ tremendous rate 
both before and after being called 
to the bar. His letters show that 
he was’in the habit of getting to 
work at half-past six in the morn- 
ing and that most of his evenings 
were given over to professional 
tasks. By 1856 he was the recog- 
nized leader of the Chancery Bar, 
In December of that year he en- 
tered public life as an alderman. 
Many another public. man of 
prominence has started in that 
school, Joseph Chamberlain being 
an illustrious example, That the 
experience obtained at the council 
board proves of very great value in 
wider fields cannot be = gainsaid, 
George Brown was at that time 
raising the cry of “Rep. by Pop.’ 
The services of so able a lieutenant 
as Mr. Mowat were sure to be 
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greatly desired by the Liberal lead- 
ers, With whom he had thrown in 
his lot, though brought up amid 
strongly Conservative surroundings. 
His course, as he shows in a most 
readable letter to Sir Alexander 
Campbell, was dictated altogether 
by his convictions, In January 
1858 he was returned for South 
Ontario. His letter to the electors 
is worthy of particular attention, 
The closing sentence reads : 

“T may say generally, that, if 
elected, my desire is to perform my 
duty in parliament in the spirit and 
with the views which become a 
Christian politician,” 

The phrase ‘Christian — poli- 
tician’’ was from that time on often 
applied to him, by many of his op- 
ponents with scorn, But who, 
after studying his career on all its 
sides, can at this date challenge the 
sincerity of the man who used it? 

We get many glimpses of the ex- 
citement which in those days of 
frequent deadlock characterized po- 
litical proceedings. The assembly 
once passed a bill, giving £1,000 a 
year to the speaker of that House, 
and only half that sum to the 
Legislative Council, ‘The latter 
amended it to make the salaries the 
same, When it came back to the 
assembly the members of the lower 
body literally kicked the bill down 
the stairs and finally the upper 
House had to consent to it. When 
the indemnity bill passed the par- 
liament at Ottawa last session, 
some of the members of the House 
of Commons excused the raise of 
the Senators’ pay on the ground 
that the Upper Chamber would not 
have passed the bill if they had not 
shared in the so-called ‘‘salary 
grab’ Evidently the Commoners 
of today were not prepared for as 
strenuous measttres as were their 
predecessors of the middle of last 
century. 

Once in 1860 Mr, Mowat so 
taunted the Hon. John Az, that the 
latter crossed the floor and threat- 
ened to ‘‘slap his chops.’’ He did 
not ‘do so, however. The mild 
chancery lawyer could evidently 
say what he thought in fairly vigo- 
rous language, when he so desired. 

For a few days in 1858 Mr. Mo- 
wat was provincial secretary under 
Mr, Brown but the famous ‘‘double- 
shuffle’ executed by Macdonald 
aud Cartier soon deprived him of 
office, In 1868 he, however, be- 
came postinaster general under

Mr. Blake, shortly after assuming 
the provincial preniiership, felt 
called upon to leave it by the party 
necessities of the moment at Otta- 
wa, It was represented to Mr, 
Mowat that it was in the public 
interest for him to accept the post, 
Once convinced that this was the 
case, he. did not hesitate about 
making the sacrifice, which accept- 
ance undoubtedly involved. He 
was « ‘elected for North Oxford and 
in January 1873 met the first legis- 
lature under his leadership. 

The story of that wonderfully 
successful premiership is told in 
detail by Mr. Biggar. Here he did 
his great constructive work. ‘The 
chapters dealing with the struggle 
over the Dominion and provincial 
powers are particularly valuable. 
The boundary award controversy 
marked ¢ a most important epoch in 
Canadian history. From July to 
November 1883, it was feared that 
bloodshed might result at Rat Port- 
age, which was within the territory 
being contended for. Elections for 
both Ontario and Manitoba took 
place in the same districts and at 
one stage it was considered neces- 
sary to call out the Winnipeg Field 
Battery, The final issue was, as is 
well known, a great triumph for 
Mr, Mowat. It was made the oc- 
casion of a ‘most enthusiastic re- 
céption, which was, accorded him 
in Toronto i in Sept. 1884. On his 
return from the proceedings before 
the Privy Council, 

Of the great influence which he 
exerted i in counteracting the annex- 
ation movement in the early _nine- 
ties there can be no doubt. Many 
consider this his most distinguished 
public service, 

Of particular value, in view of 
subsequent developments, is the 
chapter dealing with his pledges to 
the prohibitionists. No one read- 
ing itcan have any doubt about the 
fact that his sticcessors broke faith 
with those to whom these promises 
were made. 

That he contributed materially 
to the Liberal victory in the ‘Do- 
minion in 1896 is evident, but when 
he retired to enter Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier's cabinet, his work was prac- 
tica ly done. For a year he was 
Minister of Justice and for five 
lieutenant governor of Ontario. 
But age and its disabilities had 
crept fast upon hit. 

‘No the student of Canadian jn- 
stitutions, Mr. Biggar’s work will 


prove invaluable. ‘To those who 
cherish political ambition it should 
serve as an inspiration, illustrating 
as it does the fact that the highest 
success in pttblic life is to be at- 
tained by devotion to principle and 
unremitting toil, We have had 
men of showier qualities in our 
politics but none who have per- 
forined more genuine public ser- 
vice, His memory should be long 
cherished,
